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CALL TO THE ANNUAL MEETING 


The Annual Meeting this year will celebrate the 
Thirtieth Anniversary of the Women’s International 
League. So this will be an important milestone in our 
history. 

The meeting is to be held at Haverford College, just 
outside of Philadelphia, on May 4, 5, 6, and 7. In mak- 
ing arrangements for this meeting the Executive Com- 
mittee has considered and responded to the request of 
our government to limit all conventions this season to 
fifty delegates from a distance in order to conserve both 
hotel space and railway accommodations. 

We are, therefore, meeting at Haverford College 
where rooms will be available for our delegates and 
hence no hotel space at all will be required. Moreover, 
our meetings are always characterized by quality rather 
than quantity, and this year especially there will prob- 
ably not be a large number of members who will be 
able to come from remote parts of the country, so we 
shall comply with the government’s request regarding 
railway reservations. 

Yet it is essential that we have a thoroughly repre- 
sentative meeting. We shall need delegates who truly 

resent their Branches and are familiar with WIL 
principles and work. 

This thirtieth anniversary meeting will convene 
during the very time that the United Nations Conference 
is meeting at San Francisco, just as our Second Inter- 


national Congress met during the weeks of the Ver- 


sailles Conference. The pronouncements of that Zurich 
Congress were prophetic. 

Our American Section will bear a very heavy obli- 
gation to all our other Sections to use this time for 
stating clearly and fearlessly our WIL principles as they 


_ will relate to the deliberations at San Francisco. Many 


of our Sections are still silenced. We in America have 
the advantage of being free and of having a meeting 
in the same country in which the United Nations Con- 
ference is taking place. We shall, therefore, not only 
have a special advantage but a special responsibility at 


this Annual Meeting.

The May-Bailey (Work or Jail) Bill—which was 
really a Labor draft bill—after passing the House, ran 
into such stiff opposition in the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee that it died there and a very much milder 
one (the Murray Kilgore Bill) was reported out and 
passed the Senate. 

House and Senate have each selected three of their 
members to meet in joint conference and work out a 
compromise. If neither side gives in no bill will be 
kg Wire your Senators immediately not to compro- 

The Nurses draft, which has been publicly recog- 
nized not only as the first attempt to apply a draft to a 
particular group of labor, but also as the first step in 
the conscription of women, has passed the House by a 
large majority. At this writing, it is still in the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee. Get everyone you know 
to write Chairman Elbert Thomas to prevent reporting 
out any bill which would establish such dangerous prece- 
dents in American life. Mrs. Annalee Stewart, chairman 
of our Chicago Branch, has spent three weeks in Wash- 
ington lobbying against this bill, and testified against 
it. She has had to return to her family. We need others 
to carry on this work. What can you do? 

. The military leaders are not pressing for the pas- 
sage of peace-time conscription until these two bills -are 
put through or definitely defeated. In the meantime 
more and more organizations are coming out against it. 

Confidential reports from Washington say the Ad- 
ministration is pushing to get all three bills 
before the United Nations Conference opens April 25th 
in San Francisco. So watch the newspapers! If you 
can possibly send a delegation to Washington let me 
know. Remember, the line-up of C men is 
not the same on any two of these bills. Only a few 
organizations realize what is happening to our beloved
